—A workman,

avoid the observation of two detectives 
on Miodowa at noon today, stumbled on 
the curb. of-the sidewalk and a'bomb 
which he was carrying in'his pocket, 
exploded, hilling the workman, both the 
detectives and several persons; who 
were passing .by. 


It is believed the'bomb was intend- 


ed for Governor Maximovitch, who was 
expected to pass the spot on his way 
o the cathedral to attend the.services 
n honor of the Czar's birthday. 


The bodies of the victims were lit- 
rally blown.to pieces.

irely demolished, all the windows in 
he neighborhood were smashed and a 
lamp post was torn but of the ground.

George W. Peltier, manager of the 


Californa State Bank of Sacramento, 
made an address before the California 
Bankers' Association at the Athenian 
Club yesterday afternoon. 
His sub- 


ject was "Stability irT Banking," and 
he spoke as follows: 
" 


"The field of banking is completely 


filled with .good subjects .lor discussion 
at a convention of this character, yet 
there is difficulty in choosing.one but 
that has been treated repeatedly in a 
masterly fashion. 


"Figures and statistics are dry-^the 


banker deals with natural or material 
things as opposed to the Imaginary, 
arid seriousness in our themes .is de- 
veloped. 


"A paper on any subject, to be in- 


teresting, ought to comprise a vein of 
originality,-or express sentiments that 
you sincerely feel. 


"I am going to deal with the moral 


consciousness of the executive judg- 
ment and give an expression of the 
essential nature and the good that is 
realized through our combined efforts. 


"Consequently, I selected 'Stability' 


as a word that relatively conveys as 
much to us; probably more, than any 
other. 


"A study and analysis of the word 


brings us to a realization'that-Stability 
is the genesis of the tanking business 
—without it banking- would have no 
room in ths business world. It is the. 
corner-stone of all commercial affairs. 


STABILITY IN PERSONNEL. 


"Beginning: with the organization of 
a bank, stability should be reflected 
in the name of the incorporators, be- 
cause it is a pre-requisite to 
future 


successful development. 
Stockholders 


of good standing and who represent the 
solid element of a community, play an 
iniportant part in the building up of a 
financial Institution. Significant is the 
the selection of the directors, whose 
names should be a reflex of probity, 
and stand for clean moral worth..Fin- 
ally, executive officers, whose charac- 
ters are exemplary. They reproduce 
the trend of thought and desire of the 
organizers, stockholders and directors, 
and, 
according to the stability of their 


acts, so will follow the stability of the 
bank over whose destiny they preside. 
Therefore, without stability in its per- 
sonnel, banking cannot hope to make 
any appreciable . progress. ' 


STABILITY IN POLICY. 


"Stability in the policy of a bank is 


as necessary as the stability of the 
unit of value upon which business is 
done, and which, .is the common de- 
nominator of. all transactions. . 


"The 
affairs of a barik can rise 


to no hrgher plane than the thoughts 
of its officers. 
Its business will be 


circumscribed within such limits. 
It 


can develop on ho broader lines, and it 
will enjoy growth and success as are 
measured by the- stability of the policy 
adopted by its officers. 


"The policy-of a-bank is made weak 


or strong-by-the-mere language of the 
executive-..- Does he speak in moder- 
ated1 positive 'terms,' or does he cavil, 
amplify, 
say 
one-"thing today and 


another tomorrow? Are his statements 
dependa'bte, is he 'Stabler? 


"The late Thomas 
Brown 
whose 


name and character were well-known 
by the bankers of this State, and of 
the Pacific Coast, was, during his life- 
time, a familiar person in banking cir- 
cles in San Francisco. 
He was ad- 


mired because he said what he meant, 
and meant what he said. There was 
no mistaking his language—a man of 
a few words and careful of speech, 
but, once his declarations -were made, 
be they affirmative or negative, once 
they had passed his lips, he 'stood com- 
mitted. 
He was intolerant to. a vas- 


clllating policy. With him it was sta- 
bility first, and his bank achieved suc- 
cess. 


CARDINAL FEATURES.- 


"The initial part assigned to the suc- 


cessful banker on the world's stage 


forgotten the legal' phase, it is exiled. 
You do not conjure with'the thought, 
for it is subdominant; but there arises 
majestically in your mind a sublime 
inspiration, made pure and wholesome 
by the soul that prompts -and sends it 
forth that there exists between 
you 


and the depositor a contract that is not 
bound by.the laws of the State, that it 
transcends such interpretation,, that it 
is subject to and under -the control on- 
ly of the unwritten laws of the uni- 
verse, and of the unpenned code of 
conscience. The responsibility is yours, 
arid you will meet.it squarely. 


INVISIBLE INFLUENCE. 


"What more can man or woman do 


to illustrate unlimited belief in you, in 
your judgment, in, every trait of your 
.character,- in your manhood? 
"There Is the expressed trust, there 18 
that repose of Implicit confidence given 
to you. The depositor mentally recites 
that he. has selected you as the one per- 
son is your locality in whom this faith 
has been placed. He repeats that in 
looking over the names of the .banks in 
his locality your bank stands out as his 
choice. 
He may have no personal ac- 


quaintance with any of its officers. 
He 
may\ave never transacted any. business 
in your-bank before. This may be his 
initial deposit. If-it is, so much more the 
distinction for you. It may be the open- 
ing account of his business career. "It 
may be his savings of years of labor, hard 
labor. It may be the unemployed capital 
of a large concern. ' No matter from what 
s-curce it derives, a strong influence has 
attracted or directed him to you. That 
influence, is not written on the walls or 
advertising fences. It is invisible and in- 
tangible in your midst, yet it is there 
and it !s strongly felt in your environ- 
ment. He trusts you, .and it Is where his 
confidence is placed. He must have faith 
in some one. He feels there is no hazard 
in doing business with yon. All element 
of chance is eliminated in his mind, and 
•he repeats with pride and contentment 
that.he is transacting his affairs at your 
bank. The conviction is deep-rooted with 
him and he entertains sanguine expecta- 
tions that your institution is founded upon 
that granite rock of stability. 


PLUNGER NOT WANTED. 


"This Is no 
place 
for the plunger. 


Banking is not the vocation for the specu- 
lator, We do not want him who Is In the 
business to use the funds of .others to 
exploit and develop his private affairs or 
for personal aggrandizement. 
The man 


who has not a strongly developed mind, 
and who is apt 
to , yield to temptation 


through the 
handling 
of 
the public's 


money, should not engage in the banking 
business. 


NO GET-RICH-QUICK SCHEME. 


"We do not want him who loans the 


bank's' funds so close that he becomes 
a menace to the community. Banking is 
no get-rich-quick scheme. It affords no 
field for the opportunist, the adventurer 
or sentimental dreamer, i'his class of 
men imperils not only the 'bank, but the 
welfare of the entire business world. 
The profits of a legitimate bank, cannot 
attract a following of this kind. 
There 


can be but one inevitable result for per- 
sons whose trend of thoughts follow in 
these channels. 


"The dangers' of employing methods of 


this character are well defined. Financial 
quicksands will be encountered, despite 
the buoys and signals that are plainly 
visible, and what follows? 


"It may be either: 
"1. Defalcation. 


• "2. Excessive loans 
to 
directors 
or 


managers. 
• 


''3. Fraudulent management. 


- "4. Injudicious banking methods. 


"These are the. four arch-enemies of 


the banking business, and - it is indis- 
putably established that "to these chief 
causes may be assigned, the wreckage 
of banks. 


HONESTY IN ADVERTISING. 


"I think It is a .great mistake. for banks 


to publish large earnings on their capi- 
tal, where the earnings have been made 
by capital, surplus and undivided profits. 
It is not uncommon for some \banks to 
have -a surplus as large or larger than 
the nominal capital. Earnings are shown 
and dividends are declared on the capital 
only. 
Without any study of the ex-

SHIBBOLETH OF ASSOCIATION: 


"The shibboleth of this Association, 


therefore, is stability; and it is in- 
tended that .its officers shall zealpusly 
guard and watch over the banking: in- 
terests of this State, to see that false 
and fallacious measures are not im- 
posed upon the public; to inculcate 
by example and essay on the youth o£ 
the land, what is most essential to the 
achievement of a successful banking 
career; to emphasize to our own mem- 
bers and others engaged in banking 
the 
necessity 
of consistent conserv- 


atism, and that we will check up our- 
selves, our policies and/actions, so that 


. we may continually and vividly have 
i before us the responsibilities of our un- 
dertakings. It will remind us that we

"MAN OF MENTAL GRASP.

CONFIDENCE AND CONSCIENCE.

INFATUATION OF BANKING. 


"There is a strange infatuation about 
the banking business. Business men gen- 
erally I who have achieved a measure of 
success develop the idea that destiny in- 
tended them to be bankers. It is an am- 
bition" that is easily • acquired; all;busi- 
ness men cannot make successful bank- 
ers, and all: bankers cannot be expected 
to make progress in other enterprises. I 
do not wish to be understood as stating 
that it belongs to'a "ojiosen few, or that 
there is any royal' road to 'banking— 
the field has been delegated to any spe- 
cial class. But I do hold that banking 
is a profession. 
If theology is 
the 


science of religion, if medicine is 'the 
science of the human body, if law is the 
science of justice—then banking is the 
science of finance.

basic principles of which may be learned 
from the bibliography, . on the subject. 
They are as well defined as the principle* 
of any other science.

THE BIRTH OF THE CAB. 


In the early part of the last century 
English travelers returning

cities of Europe felt so disgusted with the 
stuffy, slow-traveling hackney coaches of 
London that It was urged that an at- 
tempt be made to introduce the "cabrio- 
let de place" used In Paris. In 1806 Mi. 
Rotch, acting with Mr. Bradshaw &s joint 
proprietor, obtained licenses for nln- 
cabriolets. This new vehicle was simllai 
in appearance to the modern gig, carry- 
ing only one passenger inside and at tm 
side of thii driver. 
It was a financial 
failure. But in 18S3 fuller licenses were 
given to twelve new vehicles, the drlvei 
having an outside seat and the vehicle 
carrying 
two 
passengers. 
The 
nanit- 
cabriolet wis soon reduced to "cab." In 
1831 
there were only 138 cabs in all Lon- 


don. 
Thesi- were known as the "coSln" 
cabs. 
In 3832 was invented the "back- 
door" cab 
n 18SG 
Joseph Aloysius Han- 
som drove into London on a Quaint cab 
designed by himself. This was the origi- 
nal 'hansom cab." 
Its body was almost square and the 
wheels were 7 feet 6 Inches in height—a 
trifle taller than the vehicle itself. The 
driver sat on the roof at the front, with 
two doors beneath him, one on either side 
of his feet 
This extraordinary cab be- 
gan to ply for hire much to the amuse- 
ment of the drivers of hackney coache-H 
"outrigger" and back-door oabs. A few 
months later Hansom, who was financed 
by the inventor of the back-door cab, re- 
duced the siie of the wheels of his vehicle 
and made several other alterations, with 
the result that it lost its cattle-shed »p- 


Hansom't cab was a financial failure 
but John Chapman put the driver's seat 
behind and generally Improved the de- 
sign until it became indistinguishable froin 
the present hansom. His Invention was 
patented in 1836. about the time that the 
first four-wheeler was 
Introduced. In 


1806 
there were only nine cabs and 1000 
hackney coaches 
in London. In 
there are 
4000 four-wheelers and

hansoms licensed in that metropolis.

WASHINGTON, May. 19.—The War

mitting a report from General Wood 
regarding the engagement In the isl- 
and of Jolo: 


"Following Just received from Gen- 


eral Wood, via. Dumaguete: 


"May 14.—Returned to Zamboanga 


yesterday. Troops sent to Jolo are be- 
ing returned to stations as rapidly as 
possible. Moro outlaws who have been 
raiding and killing in Corneo, were 
killed in action, together with all their 
principal supporters and followers of 
the Sultan, with all large chiefs, but 
the island is in no way involved; pure- 
ly an aggregation of practical outlaws, 
disorderly characters from Sulu, and 
the other islands stretching down to 
Soreno. 


"Positions selected by outlaws for 


defense were situated in almost impen- 
etrable jungles and were exceedingly 
strong, prohibiting use 
of artillery, 


necessitating close attack and assault 


in two' instances. 


"Casualties, nine enlisted killed and 


twenty-one enlisted 
wounded; 
two 


constabulary killed, 
three 
wounded 


during the ten days' operations. 
All 


wounded doing well, and all expected 
to recover; bulk of wounded not seri- 
ous. 
Troops behaved splendidly and 


performed this most difBcult service in 
a highly creditable manner. Full re- 
port will be forwarded. General break- 
down of the cable, combined with use 
of water transportation at Jolo, in aid- 
ing Bnford, prevented sending dispatch

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Hamilton and Jefferson Contrasted^. 


The Nevada City Miner-Transcript agrees with THE TRIBUNE 


that Alexander Hamilton was opposed to a democratic form of gov- 
ernment, but says a study of his writings shows that his conception of 
an ideal government was-a senatorial oligarchy modeled after that of 
ancient Rome. 


Our contemporary confounds Hamilton's advocacy of certain 


schemes of government with his belief as to what was the best form of 
government. He wanted a monarchy, but if there was to be a repub- 
lic he wanted one in which the suffrage would be limited, with life 
terms for the President and Senators. He was fertile in expedients, 
and all the powers of his strong mind were bent toward preventing the 


.Establishment of a democratic system. He was a firm believer in the 


theory that a hereditary artistocracy is a bulv^ark to society and a 
necessary prop to orderly and stable government. Nevetheless there 
is no reason to believe that Hamilton was not a sincere patriot or that 
he was an enemy to liberty, as Senator Maclay declares in his memoirs. 
Hamilton simply distrusted the ability of the people to govern them- 
selves, and he detested Jefferson's theories because he believed Jeff- 
erson to have been a visionary, impractical and insincere man, and 
therefore dangerous. 
Jefferson, on the other hand, regarded Hamil- 


ton as a man who attached himself to the Revolutionary cause, not be- 
cause he was in sympathy with the cause for which Washington fought, 
but because it gave him an opportunity to achieve place and distinc- 
tion. 


In reality, Jefferson was half right in this estimate of Hamilton. 


While the latter was undoubtedly sincere in his devotion to the Revo- 
lutionary cause, he believed m a separation of the Colonies from 
the Mother Country rather than a change in the political system. He 
was in favor of independence and a retention of the^form of govern- 
ment prevailing in Great Britain. 


Jefferson wanted to sweep away all monarchial and aristocratic 


institutions, forms, and ceremonies, and inaugurate a new political 
dispensation. Therefore he made the Declaration a charter of human 
liberty, applicable to every people in every clime and every age. 
In 


giving the uorld notice that the Colonies were independent of 
the 


British crown, he made the Continental Congress rest the right of 
the people 'of the Colonies to secede on the broad fundamental state- 
ment that "all governments derive their powers from the consent of 
the governed." 


Men like Hamilton serve the cause of good government and 


human progress, but however able and conscientious they may be 
they are not friends of libealy. 
Jefferson made mistakes in the ap- 


pliances he recommended to accomplish desired ends, but he was 
the arch apostle of freedom. He wished above all things to liberalize 
governments anrl lodge all political power in the hands of the masses. 
In this respect he was the antithesis of Hamilton, who believed that 
democracy was synonymous with disaster. 


Hamilton was Jefferson's superior in constructive statesmanship, 


but in the realm of speculative philosophy regarding the legitimate 
ends and scope of government the author'of the Declaration was in- 
comparably a greater and more useful man to his country and to 
mankind generally than Alexander Hamilton. Jefferson devoted all 
his energies and talents to making men freer and the government more 
democratic. Hamilton expended his vast powers of mind in resist- 
ing every advance toward democracy and every device to make the 
people the admims'trators of their own political concerns. 


In looking over a previous article on this subject we find that a 


slight error was committed in saying Hamilton left his "impress on 
the Constitution." It should have'been on the structure of this gov- 
ernment. Hamilton had practically nothing to do with fashioning the 
Constitution, being absent nearly all the time that instrument was 
being framed. 
After ;t was constructed he signed it and cast his lot 


with it. James Madison's was the mind that dominated in the draft- 
ing of our national organic law.

Collier's Wefekly intimates that the sign "standing room only" 


will have to be put up in New York harbor if the rush of immigants 
from Europe continues. There is already a lack of elbow room in 
some of the Eastern States, and the late arrivals show a decided in- 
clination to squat down where they land. Unsettled prairies in the 
Far West no longer beckon immigrants to come on and occupy the 
land. The landed heritage of the people has been given away or 
stolen by land grabbers, hence the new comers are wage earners 
rather than homeseekers—a fact that promises sinister changes in our 
national life. 


A contemporary takes THE TRIBUNE to task for saying the 


"Teamsters' Union of Chicago disagreed with Montgomery Ward & 
Co. over a minor question," but neglects to give any version of the 
origin of the difficulty. 
The facts are as follows: On the igth of 


December seventeen garment workers in the employ of Montgomery 
Ward & Co., went on a' strike to enforce demands which the garment 
workers of New York, Newark and Boston had been compelled to 
(relinquish. The Teamsters' Union took the matter up and demanded 
that the firm arbitrate with the garment workers. 
This demand not 


being acceded to the drivers employed by Montgomery Ward & Co. 
went out on strike on April 6th." Subsequently the union placed the 
firm under the ban of the boycott, and in consequence the strike be- 
came general throughout the city. 
We leave others to decide 


whether the grievence of "seventeen garment workrs was a minor 
question or not. It certainly did not directly affect the Teamsters' 
Union. 


False Pretension Stingingly Rebuked 


Benjamin Ide Wheeler can say some good things on occasion. 


We do not recall a recent utterance more forcible, more true and 
more to the point than this extract from his address to the graduating 
class at Berkeley: 


"The man who seeks a position by the use of the vulgar thing 


vulgarly denominated 'influence' and by 
assembling indorsements 


from men who do not know him, the man who seeks business and 
conciliates 'standing' by joining societies he has no inner use for, and 
wearing buttons his coat has no outward use for, the man who covets 
an office he has no preparation or fitness for, the man who hastens 
to get rich by methods that do not naturally create wealth, each and 
all of them are drawing checks with a false signature; they sooner or 
later will be found out, and society will in one way or another return 
their paper stamped 'no funds.' 
The trouble with all such'men is lack 


of moral patience, and this great immorality of impatience has its 
ultimate source in the great irreligion, whose devotees consume each 
day as if it were the whole of life, and whose creed distrusts the power 
that makes for righteousness in the moral order of the world." 


Here is a measure of sound grain amid the bushels of platitudes 


and loose moralizings cast into the wastes of verbiage on college com- 
mencements. The world is familiar with the professional joiner of 
secret societies, clubs and other social organizations. 
The man who 


is perpetually seeking some friendly shoulder on which he may climb 
to unearned success abounds in multitude. Faking, pretending and 
shortcutting to fortune or reputation are as perniciously general as 
food adulteration and political philandering. There is a popular 
craze for getting something that is neither earned nor deserved, but is 
the ill-gotten gain of some cheating process. This craze has invaded 
the colleges and universities—the last places where it ought to find 
lodgement and welcome—and we see its fruit in cribbing and cheat- 
ing at examinations instead of fair honest work and real scholarship. 


President Wheeler has struck at this evil tendency of modern 


American life with a vigor and directness which all should applaud. 
He lays down as the true test o fachievement that "ho form of success 
is really valuable unless it has been honestly earned, and cannot be 
permanent. 
All charlatanry has its limitations. 
Jit is never any- 


thing better than a counterfeit of the real thing. , If there were no 
true gold no one would care to imitate it, and no honest manly per- 
son can go jackdawing through life in borrowed plumes without loss 
of self-respect and without being ultimately exposed as a masquerader. 


Public Ownership in Philadelphia. 


Municipal ownership is having a sore trial in Philadelphia. The 


city owns its own gas works, which it operated for many years, with 
most unsatisfactory results- so far as the cost of lighting and the gual- 
ity of the gas supplied were concerned. The public continually'com- 
plained that the gas works were mismanaged in the interest of political 
bosses and their grafting adherents. Finally the plant was leased to a' 
private corporation for a term of years. Now the City Council has voted, 
amid a tremendous uproar and threats of hanging, to lease the works 
for a term of seventy-five years. Itvwas one of the most daring and 
stupendous jobs ever carried through in the face of indignant public 
opinion. This brutal act of piracy is one of the phases of municipal 
ownership that its advocates shun in discussion. Philadelphia's gas 
plant has been a fecund breeder of corruption and misgovernment, 
and has now been utilized for a graft of mammoth proportions that 
will extend for three generations unless the courts intervene.

TELLS OF HIS TRIP 


EAST. 


Joseph D. Badford. president of the 


First National Bank of San Jose, told 
of the work of delegates at the last con- 
vention of American Bankers' Associa- 
tion in New York, as follows- 


"At the request of our secretary. Mr. 


Welch I nave prepared the following re- 
port, and desire, at this time, to creseit 
the same. 
The 
-pid growth 'of the 


* jnencan Bankers' Association in the 
last few years, and the fact that New 
York was the meeting place, conspired 
to make tms by far the largest gathering 
of its kind ever held 
Banks everywhere 


were represented 
No state or territory 


was .overlooked 
Some states furnished 


hundreds of delegates. All colors were 
in evidence, white, black and yellow. 


"The papers read and the discussions 


had, full" Justified the large attendance. 
I feel safe in saying it was the best 
meeting the Association has evei hpU, 
although 1 may be-a poor judge, seeing 
that it is the only one I have attended 
The scope of papers read covered the full 
field of practicable banking 


"Much of the proceedings were just 


the final action on questions that tia.d 
been thrashed over in former conventions, 
or worked ouit in the. executive council. 
All were subject to debate, but in every 
case. I think, the recommendation of tie 
council was concurred in. 


FIDELITY INSURANCE. 


"The storm center of the whole meet- 
Ing was the report of the committee on 
Fidelitj Insurance 
This committee had 
been in existence for four years, and ad 
compiled statistics on rates for surety 
bonds, had recommended a standard form 
of bond, and now came forward with a 
plan looking toward the carrying of this 
form of insurance by the banks them- 
selves 
Their recommendation is covered 
by the following paragraphs from the ie- 
port of the committee 
" 'Tour committee has a.gain carefully 
considered the question of fidelity In- 
surance in all Its varied forms, and Is 
firmly convinced as before, that the b» t 
and' most feasible plan which covers tha 
ground andl combines the element of safe- 
ty Is the one recommended at the New 
Orleans and San Francisco conventions, 
namely 
Ihe creation of a guaranty tund 
for the benefit of the members contribut- 
ing to the same, under the management 
of trustees. The idea contemplated in this 
plan is the original collection of premiums 
at a reasonable but sufficient rate to cav- 
er the risk and to create an ample sur- 
plus in the guaranty fund, involving no 
[{ability to any one, other than the pre- 
mium paid ' 
"This report sounded very reasonable 
and quite harmless as it left the matter 
entirely optional with each bank as to 
whether it went in or stayed out. Other 
paragraphs from the same report showed 
that 
about 
one-third of 
the 
banks, 
were using the form 
of bond recom- 
mended by the committee, and that 
since the work b$d been in progress the 
rates had become uniform and had re- 
sulted in a reduction on an average of 
55 cents per thousand on insurance car- 
ried 
The executive council recommended 
Lhat the report do not pass. and. before 
being fl,Dv disposed of, it was discussed 
very freely 
This brought out an abund- 
ance of latent eloquence and at times one 
could easily believe he was attenoing 
some political convention lather tlian a 
meeting of sedate and dignified bankers 
"At the end. when every one had had 
lis say, the vote was taken and the rec- 
ommendation sustained—the measure did 
not pass. 


LAWS ON FORGED CHECKS. 


"Another matter under discussion and 
one which met with better treatment, was 
a recommendation from the committee on 
uniform laws relating to forged checks, 
reading as follows 
'No bank shall be lia- 
ble to a depositor for payment by it of 
a forged or raised check, unless within 
one year after the return to the depositor 
of the voucher of such payment, such de- 
positor shall notify the bank that tbtf 
check so paid was forged or raised " This 
&w has already been adopted in twenty- 
Tour states, and its reasonableness should 
insure its passage wherever brought up 
California is one of the states wherein the 
.w his not yet been passed 


NATIONAL TREASURER. 


"Perhaps the most interesting address 
made before the convention, was almost 
at its close, when Elus H. Roberts, Treas- 
urer of the United States, spoke on 
Strength and Weakness of American Fi- 
nance^ His aptness in carrying in hi"* 
mtnd such a mass of figures, and of reel- 
ing them out In a perfect torrent with- 
out 
hesitation, 
was 
remarkable 
It 
seemed quite clear that Or 
Osier, in 
working out his theory of the usefulness 
of human life, had never been fortunate 
enough to meet Treasurer Roberts

ORDER MADE TO TRANSFER HIM 


TO DAWSON IS HELD 


UP. 


SANTA ROSA, May 19.—Many resi- 


dents of the 
City of Hoses have 


been wondering- why 
Consul-General 


J. "W". Ragsdale of Tien-tsin, China, 
formerly of this city, did not-arrive on 
the last steamer from China, as. sched- 
uled. 
It was reported that Ragsdale 


had been transferred from his post in 
China to Dawson City, 'and the report 
was confirmed from Washington. The 
explanation of Ragsdale's non-arrival 
came to-day through' Senator George 
C. Perkins, who declared that when he 
learned that ' certain 
understandings 


with the President and Secretary of 
State had not been adhered to strict^ 
ly in the matter of Ragsdale's remov- 
al; lie intervened and-had the matter 
held up pending his arrival in Wash- 
ington. 
It appears from what Senator Per- 
kins says that after he left the national 
capital certain influences got to work 
to oust Ragsdale from 
his position, 


which had been raised to a Consul- 
Generalship, with an increased sala- 
ry of $4500. 
This was all unknown 


to Senator Perkins, and the first intir

SCOPE OF ORGANIZATION. 


The scope of a State Bankers' Asso- 


ciation was set forth by A. .D. Chil- 
dress of the City Bank of Los Angeles, 
who spoke in part as follows: 


"In accord and harmony with the 


idea that 'in the multiplicity of coun- 
sellors there is wisdom,' the propriety 
and necessity of a State Association to 
bring bankers together for the discus- 
sion of matters pertinent to general 
business; of vital importance to their 
own welfare and success; the State's 
advancement, and the prosperity of all 
classes cannot for a moment be ques- 
tioned or gainsaid. And, . too, , while 
"we may meet for the first time as 
strangers, our continued intercourse 
will imperceptibly ripen many sympa- 
thies, and beneath the inexorable form

the

crime, we have to submit the _follow- 
ing Constitution and By-laws for the 
California Bankers' Association." 


ELIGIBILITY. 


Any national or state bank, trust 


company, sayings bank, banking firm 
or individual doing a banking business 
within the State of California may be- 
come a. member of the association- up- 
on the payment of annual dues, sub- 
ject to the approval of a majority of 
the executive council, as follows: Five 
dollars for a bank with a cafpital and 
surplus of $50,000—or less; ten dol- 
lars for a bank whose capital and sur- 
plus is more than 150,000, but does not 
exceed $500,000, and twenty dollars for 
a bank with a capital and surplus of 
more than $500,000. 


Each banking institution is entit- 


led to one vote at each convention.

The duty of this committee is to 


control action looking to the detection.

loss by crime to any member of the 
association.

And this Is the way 
to do it: If the face Is too fat it means 
that the body is too fat and that the 
weight must be reduced. This is al- 
ways very simple and the rules for it 
are diet and exercise. No one dieting 
and exercising- can fail to reduce the 
weight. 


"But, sometimes, after the body is 


reduced, the lace will still be too fat 
around the eyes. And this means that 
the eyes are bloated.

puffed up. There must be something 
done to reduce the inflammation 
or 


•bloat. 


"Holding a warm cloth over the eyes, 


not a hot cloth, but a medium warm 
one, dipped in warm boracic acid, will 
often reduce the swelling around the 
eyes. It should be kept warm for 
about half an hour. Again the swell- 
ing may be reduced by going without 
a meal. A heavy meal will cause a 
pufliness under the eyes; and the wo- 
man who eats a big dinner and goes to 
bed early, will waken with sacs under 
her eyes, enough to scare away spooks. 
There is something very ghastly about 
these big dark bags beneath the .eyes.

Boats

NEW YORK, May 19.—The German schooner Hamburg was 


leading the ocean race for the Kaiser's cup early Thursday1 morning, 
according to reports brought in by the steam yacht Oneida, which 
followed the Bracers* one hundred and thirty miles out from Sandy 
Hook. 


A mile .and a half behind the Hamburg was the Atlantic on the 


same tack arid footing at a great rate. 


Both boats were crowding on all the sail they could handle close 


hauled, and were beating against the 15-knot breeze blowing from the 
northeast. 


E. C. Benedict, owner of the Oneida, was on board and when he 


headed back to New York at dawn Thursday the weather was so 
thick that nothing could be seen of the other contestants in the trans- 
Atlantic race until 10 o'clock yesterday morning, when the Ailsa was 
sighted. 


She was only seventy-five miles out.and the Oneida was not able

the 'spit' ball," said C. 'S. Merritt, at one

pitcher in Chicago, "I do not see how it 
differs in any way from the old high in- 
shoot to which Adrian C. Anson referred 
in our talk on the subject while I was In 
Chicago last week. That it is not a new 
development of curves we both agreed. 


PITCHERS TALK. 
x 
"Pitchers are" prone to talk of new 
curves that are likely to tool batsmen, 
and newspaper reporters in the dull s.ea- 
son of the game like to get 'fresh copy,' 
as they call it. Not so many years ago 
we heard of the 'snake' curve, and even 
nowadays the players talk in mysterious 
whispers of a ball which curves in more 
than one direction. 
"This is all nonsense, for the reason 
that when a ball has once left the hand 
of a pitcher it can take only the one 
curve he can impart to it by the twist 
as it leaves nis hand. It may drop sud- 
denly, but that is due to the varying con- 
trol of speed in the delivery. 
' " 
"The high inshoot.. which seems to now 
be called a 'spit' ball, has always been a 
terror to batsmen for several reasons, 
chiefly that absence of control made Its 
course very deceiving. Since the distance 
to' the .pitcher's box has been increased 
Chesbro appears to have acquired exactly 
the right control. 


STRAINS WRISJ. 


•"Chesbro is now experiencing the same 
trouble I had in using this ball, which is 
very apt to strain, the wrist because, of 
the snap required for the sharp curve. 
There is! no doubt that Chesbro has 
demonstrated his ability, to make this 
ball effective, but if the result would tfend 
to develop a lasting injury to his wrist I 
would not recommend any of the young 
pitchers to try it." 
Mr. Merritt was at one time the lead- 
ing pitcher in the Chicago Amateur 
Leasne, in which he 
one year won 
twenty-three out of twenty-four' sched- 
uled games, also defeating , the teams of 
the Western and National leagues. He 
developed'from that-same class of prairie 
players in whleb Powell was a star and 
was obliged to "turn down" an offer of 
$250.0 a year from A. G. Spalding because 
of an astigmatism and lack of desire'to 
become a professional -pitcner.

TAX REFORM AND SOME 


SUGGESTIONS. 


Prof. Plehn of the State University 


Delivers An Interesting Address 


Before Bankers. 


On the subject of 
reform in this 


State. Prof. Plehn of the University of 
California spoke as follows, before the 
bankers yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock: 


"The people of California have deter- 


mined to revise'their revenue taws. Dur- 
ing the past three or four years 
perativc demands for tax-reform have 
been raised in many quarters. The call 
has been sounded most loudly by the 
farmers, who, as a class, are now bearing 
far more than their share of the public 
burdens. It has also been taken up by 
different public bodies and is voiced by 
the great majority of the officiaJs familiar 
with the working of the laws in regard to 
taxation. 
This reform 
movement 
has 


found a leader in our Governor, who has 
sot only expressed, clearly and forcibly, 
the sentiments which are so widely feit 
in regard to the defects of the present 
system, but has, also, proposed a feasible 
plan of reform and has taken steps to 
see that this plan may be brought to 
fruition. 


STATE AND LOCAL TAXATION. 


"In his inaugural address. 
Governor 


Pardee pointed out the necessity 
for 


radical changes in the revenue and taxa- 
tion laws of the State and suggested that 
the first step m this direction lay in the 
separation of State from local taxation, 
BO that each of these political divisions 
might have its own subjects of taxation 
and its own machinery for the assess- 
ment and collection of taxes. 
This sug- 
gestion was in the line of the reforms 
movements that have been going on in 
the other States. 
During the first two 
years of his administration, the Gover- 
nor devoted a great deal of study and 
investigation to the question 
of 
tax- 
reform and, in his second message to 
the Legislature, he states that he had 
found nothing to lead him to change the 
views that he had previously expressed 
but much to confirm them. He accord- 
ingly went further into the subject and 
made a number' of specific recommenda- 
tions. Several of these were adopted by 
the last Legislature, while the remainder 
have been referred to a commission to 
•work out the necessary details and to 
formulate the measures to put them into | 
effect. 
j 


TAX SYSTEM ANTIQUATED. 


"The present tax system of Califor- 
nia is antiquated. It was two hundred 
years old when first adopted In this 
State and has not been essentially re- 
modeled during the fifty years that we 
have used it. 
Meanwhile, the State has 
outgrown the simple conditions of eco- 
nomic life to which alone the system 
was adapted, and'in capital and wealth, 
In Industrial and commercial methods, is 
now like those great states on the At- 
lantic which have found it necessary to 
revise their tax-systems 
to meet 
the 


evade it, with the approval, apparently, of 
his own conscience and that of his neigh- 
bor. 
But. above ail. the income-tax 13 
a-personal burden, often upon the results 
of the sweat of his brow and that is what 
he will not stand. 


",As a matter of practical expediency, 
then, it seems easier to modify or remod- 
el the general property tax to meet the 
new conditions than it does to abandon 
It. Hence it is that i-ne most successful 
reforms have been directed against the 
more glaring faults of the old tax. 


BURDENS ON SAME PROPERTY. 


"Probably 
the 
most conspicuous of 
these faults is the way in which the 
burdens of sustaining all the 
different 
divisions o£ government are piled, one 
after the other, upon the same founda- 
tionai assessment of the same property. 
In some states, we have road district, 
drainage district, school district, union 
high school district, town, village or city, 
county and State taxes piled one on top 
of the other on the same subjects of tax- 
ation ana all levied in the same manner. 
The foundation of this structure was 
never Intended to bear such a burden. 
This is virtually 
the 
Spanish sur-tax 
principle, which. In its naked form,

conditions of modern life. 
The burden 


ed througnout by tne local authorities 
:or local purposes; a sort of a neighbor- 
hood tax for the needs of the neighbor- 
lood. Then, as the state needs develop- 
ed, at first very inconsiderable In amount, 
:hey were imposed on top of these bur* 
dens- and upon the same subjects. 
This 
did not cause any particular difficulties 
as long as the needs of the different 
jranches of the government and especial- 
y of the state were small, but as they 
rrew and continued to grow a large num 
>er of complications arose. 


TOWN AND COUNTY. 


"Most of these complications are a 
rlbutable to the decentralization of 01 
ax administration. There are two prc 
nounced types of tax administration 
he United States, just as there are tw 
)ronounced types of local governmen 
["hese are the township and the count 
So far as the particular difficulties w 
now have under consideration are cot 
cerned, there is little difference betwee 
these two. The state burdens have to 1 
apportioned among the local administra 
ive areas or districts. 
If the townsh: 
is the unit, the district is comparative! 
small and that, on account of the great*. 
number involved, gives rise to a specie 
set of problems; if the county is the in 
tial district the only difference is tha 
the districts are larger and less numer 
ous, but toe Quality of the problem is th 
same. 


DIVIDING TAXES. 


"There is a somewhat different qua 
itative element introduced when we con 
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cute the law; and the county assessor 
Is, In turn, responsible directly .to a 
state board whose main business it. is-to 
see to it that he does 'his work. In short, 
the whole thing is organized on the plan 
of a bu-iness enterprise. 
The success 
claimed for the-Indiana system is great. 
But it is clear that results attained even 
by this extraordinary extension of- ad- 
ministrative powers in an agricultural 
state like Indiana could not be duplicated 
in a. state with such varied industries 
and commercial activities as 'California. 
In short, .we have outgrown the condi^ 
tions. under which it is possible to follow 
so simple a system. 
. 


SEPARATE STATE AND TOWN." 


"But. the .entire problem, which, in its 
crude form, seems so insuperable, disap- 
pears if we separate state fr6m local tax- 
ation as to .sources of revenue. 
If the 
state -taxes w^re not to be superimposed 
upon the same subjects that pay the 
local taxes, therev would be no problem' 
of equalization, no necessity for central, 
control. 
It would then be a matter of 
comparative Indifference how each of the 
localities managed its tax affairs. Wheth- 
er the local assessment were high or low 
would not make the slightest difference 
In the. distribution .of the state burden 
and the relative amounts paid by the 
several tax-payers would not be changed 
thereby. 
Separation of state from local 
revenues solves at once the whole prob- 
lem of enualizatlon. 


I TAX

"But the separation of state from local 
taxation is not a remedy in itself for all 
the evils and differences in our tax sysi- 


the revenues of the local governments. - 


PAYING TRIBUTE. 


."The taxation . of inheritances was- at. 
first supported by a vague notion that 
the money should not be allowed to get 
away from the State-where it was .earn- 
ed without paying tribute. 
This idea 
is shown-by the provisions'that have Been 
introduced in some states making the 
rates higher when the estate passes to 
-geirs. outside the State or the United 
.states.. Or, again, in that half jocular 
way in which the people of this country- 
are prone to do' serious things, it was 
said that the passing of'a man's estate 
after his death gave the government a 
chance to 'get even' with him for the 
taxes he Had evaded during his - life. 
.Hut within the past few. years, beginning 
Practicallv with the legislative session? 
or 1805. there has been a tendency- to 
treat the taxation of inheritances as a 
serious matter. 
Possibly this is due to 
uie observation that these. taxes have 
a very high revenue yielding capacity. 
.New York, for example, gets in some 
years nearly a fifth of her revenues from 
this source.

INTEREST OF SOCIETY. 


"The 
inheritance tax is generally' re- 
garded with great favor, by careful stud- 
ents of social conditions both at home 
and abroad. It is a limitation of the right 
of bequest In the mterest of society as a 
whole. .As, in most instances, in all-in 
fact, in this country, the direct heirs ar 
immediate dependents are exempt, or en- 
joy large abatements and low rates, .there 
can be no tendency from it to lessen the

Personal property 
notoriously escapes 
taxation and about 85 per cent of the 
entire burden of maintaining government 
Is borne by the owners of real estate 
alone. Our best efforts at .equalization 
[an utterly of accomplishing what they 
ire intended to accomplish and that on 
tccount of difficulties inherent in the 
system. 


BENEFIT BY EXPERIENCE. 


"The problem which confronts us is 
not peculiar to California. 
It is found 
In every State in the Union that has ad- 
panced far enough beyond the primitive 
pastoral conditions to which alone the 
Breneral property tax is adapted. During 
the past year I have had occasion to read 
with no little care, the revenue laws of 
sach of the fifty-two states and terri- 
tories which now compose the Union. 
I 
shall undertake to give you. in this pap- 
er, in broad general outlines, the-results 
that have been attained in other states 
that have undertaken to deal with the 
same problems that are before us and 
to show how California may benefit by 
their experience. 


NO INCOME-TAX SYSTEM. 


"In the first place it may be said there 
is no tendency apparent to abandon the 
general property tax. 
There is no run- 
ning after foreign idols, no tendency to- 
ward an income tax system. The typical 
American idea of a tax still is, as it al- 
ways has been, that a tax is 'a contribu- 
tion from property.' 
Most of our state 
constitutions start out. in the revenue 
section, with the proposition, which to 
the average citizen is an axiom, 'that 
ill property shall contribute to the sup- 
port of government in proportion to its 


, 
, 
to some extent the method of raising th 
sum required for the state, Is left to th 
localities to determine; 
In the latte 
there Is the.germ of a centralized'systei 
and the state is forced at once to tak 
a hand in regulating and determinin 


value.' 
go 
In all the efforts to reform our 
revenue system, the people have never- 
let go of this principle and In spite of 
the furious attacks of men of theory up- 
on it, the general property tax is as 
strong today as it was fifty or a hun- 
dred years ago. It is so embodied in our 
legal institutions, writ so largely into 
wir oreanic law that It seems hopeless to 
wen try to eliminate it. 


INCOME-TAX NO'N-AMERICAN. 


"Whatever may be its theoretical mer- 
its, the income-tax is not to be recom- 
manded for use by the State governments. 
It has been tried sporadically in different 
parts of the United States, but without 
success. 
An income tax in its simplest 
uid most natural form, that of a direct 
personal tax upon individuals in propor- 
tion to their incomes, seems to be an im- 
possibility in the United States. 
Such a 
tax may be put down as un-American. 
Some sixteen of the States have, at var- 
ious times, experimented in this direc- 
tion. 
'j...o revenues obtained hate been 
small and the friction and general disre- 
gard and disrespect for law entailed have 
been a serious menace to the purity of 
sovernment. 
To the average American, 
in income-tax in the form of a subjective 
ar personal tax is 'inquisitorial.' 
True 


It is not nearly so inquisitorial as th» 


regi ... ..„ 
the way in which the local government 
shall proceed. This problem differs muc 
from state to state with the difference 
In the forms of the local government 
and the extent of the functions perform 
ed by tne state. If, as it used to be i 
Rhode Island, the state's activities r.r 
confined to the bestowal of the orna 
mental title of governor on some vlsito 
from a neighboring state, together with 
decorative salary of four hundre* dollar 
per annum, the distribution of the burde 
of state taxation among the several town 
Is not a serious matter and it is sufficl 
ently frequent, surely, if the apportion 
ment be revised once in some sixtee 
years. 
But, when a state assumes th 
entire control of the public prisons, jails 
insane asylums and the public charities 
supports a university, and collects an 
distributes half or more of the monie 
that are raised for the schools, then th 
matter of the apportionment as to th 
shares of each of the districts may easi 
ty work great injustice and hardship. 


CENTRAl- AUTHORITY. 


"The most natural and the first step 
ordinarily takep to remedy the difticultle 
that arise from this decentralisation o 
the administration is the attempt to ge 
some sort of central authority that shal 
adjust the differences. 
The commones 
device of this sort is the State Board o 
Equalization, whose duty it is to see t< 
it that the valuation or other basis of ap 
portionment is made fairly and equitably 
As each district strains and strives to ge 
its apportionment as small as possible 
some such body seems to be essential 
Yet the very establishment of such : 
board is a decided condemnation 'of thu 
working of the tax system. 
It is the 
frankest sort of an admission of failure 
On the one hanu. the law. which the loca 
assessors are sworn to follow, says dis- 
tinctly, in practically every state, tha 
tne propertv .d to be assessed at its ful 
cash value. 


EQUALIZERS FAIL. 


"Yet the Board of Equalization is v.-u- 
ally given power to raise or lower me 
valuation of any district so that the as- 
sessment therein shall be uniform with 
that 
in 
other 
districts. 
That 
these 
Boards of Equalization, however, cun- 
ningly organized, and however weit man- 
ned, fail utterly is notoriously and inevit- 
able. Their clumsy efforts to bring about 
equality only intensifies some of the in- 
equalities and seldom eliminate any. 


ASSESSOR IN 
INDIANA. 


"There is only one state that has tak- 
en what would seem to be the next 
most pgical step, namely, the complete 
centralization of the system. That state 
is Indiana. While in all the other states 
the assessor is a district officer depend- 
ent upon his constituents for re-election 
working alone, without any efficient su- 
pervision other than that which his fel- 
low townsmen or tho other officers of 
he town or county may give him, in

The logic of the benefit theory of taxa- 
tion upon which, in the main and best 
of all the general. property tax can be 
justified; justifies mainly tho use of that 
tax for local purposes For It is llterallv 
true that property owners are most df- 
rectly benefited by and most directly In- 
terested In the administration of local 
affairs above any other class in the com- 
munity. 
And it is also true that local 
contributions and taxes should be limited 
and restricted to that amount which the 
property in the locality can afford to con- 
tribute. Logically 
and . practically 
the 
separation of state from local taxation 
means that the tax .on real estate and 
such other tangible property as is easily 
"ound and taxed should remain as it orig- 
nated a local tax. That is where it can 
>e best administered and the local unit, 
town or county, is the branch of govern- 
ment to which It is peculiarly adapted. 


PENNSYLVANIA INTERESTS. 


"The decision to separate state from 
ocal taxation and to reserve-'the taxa- 
tion of property and especially of real 
estate to the local governments - makes 
t necessary to set aside certain of the 
existing sources of revenue t*r the state 
or. to irnd new ones. 
In the solution of 
this new problem, .the states have not 
jroceeded with too stem logic, but have 
been eminently practical. 
Pennsylvania 
was the pioneer in this line of reform, 
and began it fifty years ago, when her 
commercial and industrial interests were 
no more varied than are ours today, when, 
indeed, they were not nearly so varied 
and complicated. 
The general economic 
characteristics of Pennsylvania arc not 
unlike those of California. 
Both are oh 
an ocean with much- through commerce, 
both have mining and ' large agricultural 
Interests. 
The example of Pennsylvania 
has been followed by Connecticut, New 
York, Massachusetts. Ohio, and a num- 
ber of other states. 
In general these 
states have turned over to the central 
government tne administration of that 
part of the tax system which could, not 
be handled successfully by the local gov- 
ernments. As separation In Itself is not 
the thing aimed at so the separation has 
not been'absolute. 


STATE TAX ON LIQUOR. 


"Because of the imposition of a stats 
tax on property, on top of the local tax 
on property, both levied and administer- 
ed in precisely tue same way. and main- 
ly by local officials, brings in its train 
a whole flood of evils it does not neces- 
sarily follow, for example, that a state 
tax on the business of selling liquor in 
addition to the local taxes would work a 
hardship. In this particular example, we 
have to deal with an indirect tax and 
one in which any repressive effect is to 
be welcomed ratner than deprecated. We 
might object to a tax which restrained 
the accumulation of property and at the 
same time welcome one which restrained 
or restricted the excessive use of liquor 
and not be guilty of inconsistency. Nor in 
the same general line of thought would It 
be illogical to say that because the local 
governments have no particular difficulty 
:n dealing with the taxation of the tangi- 
ble property of street 
railroads lying 
entirely within their confines, that they 
would deal equally fairly and consistent- 
ly with the relatively, small portion of a 
steam railroad running across the entire 
country, which comes within the same 
pnfines. 
Taxation is eminently a mat- 


Sr of expediency, not of theory. 


GROUPS OF TAXES. 


"In general, the country over, there are 


who are dependent upon us. An inherit- 
ance tax fans at a time when It can be 
most conveniently paid,- creates no dis- 
turbance of industry,'and affords n very 
handsome revenue with little or no ex- 
pense to the government. 
. 


CORPORATION TAXES. _ 


"A review^ of -the movement that has 
created new taxes In -place of the old 
ones on .corporations, or better and new 
methods or reaching the property, of cor- 
porations, and which has. ~fn" the" great 
commonwealths where the accumulation 
of capital is largest, transferred the reve/ 
nues from these sources to the State 
treasury, reveals one..thing very clearly. 
Inat -is that, this .movement contains 
nothing hostile to or dangerous to capi- 
tal or to corporations. There is no evi- 
dence of any-intention to use the power 
of taxation In. this direction unjustly or 
harshly. The legislatures have uniform- 
ly taken the.position that the great pub- 
lic service corporations- should pay'on 
all their property at the same rates that 
private individuals pay' on their prop- 
erty, . or if taxed on some other, plan, 
should pay the equivalent 
thereof—no 
more, no- less. 
If in devising better 
methods of reaching the tax-paying capa- 
city represented by the corporation, the 
legislatures have placed -thereon certain 
specific taxes, then they have made 
these taxes 'in lieu of all other taxes' 
and have thus evened up the. account. 
If a certain part of the property of a 
given class of corporations is still left 
to be tarted in the localities, a due and 
proper allowance is made for the taxes 
so paid In making up the account for the 
rest of the taxes. 
Thus in every way 
is substantial justice sought.. This move- 
ment means simply the application of 
sane and reasonable methods to each 
class of corporations, and a transfer to 
the State of the taxes upon property that 
Is general in its character, that is, prop- 
erty which is not identified with some 
locality. The plain common sense of tha 
people has observed that you cannot tax 
a farm and a railroad by the old fashion- 
ed plan that was devised two hundred 
and fifty years ago for the taxation 'of 
farms. 


states are still cumbered with old and 
of ten. Inconsistent laws in this respect 
This is a reversion to the simpler prin- 
ciples of the property tax which la really 
fiuite justified in this instance. 
_ , 
TAXING- RAILROADS. 


"The peculiar difficulty of applying tho 
general property tax to large- public serv- 
ice . corporations is so well illustrated bv 
the-case of the railroads that they may 
serve as a general illustration for all. 
Our experiences In this direction have re- 
vealed in a peculiar degree the weak- 
nesses of our system of taxation and also 
the weakness of our administration. Tha 
decentralization of government adminis- 
tration: is in' this connection a.' most con- 
spicuous fault. It is obvious that the lo- 
cal assessor with his attention :fixed upon 
a few miles of rails, ties and passing care 
is not in a position to appreciate the real 
value, for'purposes of taxation, of the 
property as a whole and that a piece- 
meal valuation is no valuation at all. Ths 
first remedy has been the creation of cen- 
tral boards of valuation and assessment 
for this particular. kind" of property and 
others, analogous thereto. 
But these 
boards have encountered other arid pecu- 
liar difficulties. 
In the first place the/ 
have found that even with their broader 
outlook they could not survey the whole 
field. 
The railroad might leave the 
boundaries of the State and go beyond 
their view. 
To overcome this the unit 
rule was found and, after much litiga- 
tion, has received the .sanction of the 
courts. 
The unit rule is no very new | 
principle either in taxation or in eco- 
nomics. It is simply the Idea that the i 
property of, say a railroad, should be' 
valued as a whole, wherever it lies and 
that the value of each part is determined 
by its relation to the whole. It furthet 
assumes that it is legitimate to divide that 
total by the total number of miles., or 
by the total amount of business done 
and thus get an average -valuation- per 
mile. or. per unit of business done, which 
multiplied by the number of miles in' a 
Riven State "or In a given district, or by 
the number of units of business done In 
luch State .or district, would give

t taxes or groups of taxes 
that afford revenues for the State gov- 
ernments—and 
from 
which 
we might 
make a selection. The first of these, and 
still the most widely used, is the general 
property tax.. This, however, is being 
gradually abandoned to the local govern- 
ments or partly split up so that the local 
governments take part of it over along 
:he traditional lines, and the States ad- 
iust part of it to their own financial and 
administrative needs and conditions. 


"The 
second is the poll tax, which, in 
spite of the occasional objections to it, is 
still a favorite the country over. This is 
about equally divided between the State 
and local governments, 
and 
in many 
States is still used by both. There are no 
marked changes going on in this connec- 
tion. 
"The third is the inheritance tax. This 
las had a great growth within the past 
en years and Is now used by over two- 
:hirds of the States. 
The fourth Is. for 
ack of a better name, usually spoken of 
as the group of corporation taxes. 
The 
name is misleading, for there is nothing 
distinctive about these taxes. They may 
je of,-any sort, even property taxes. Un- 
der this term there are included.any and 
ill instances in which 
there 
is 
any 
marked difference in the procedure in re- 
gard to corporations from that which is 
applied to Individuals in general. They 
may be taxes on property, but the valua- 
ion is determined 
in 
a manner 
not 
sually applied to other property; or tho 
ate is fixed or computed in some pe- 
uliar manner; or they may be taxes on 
TOSS or not revenue, etc. In short, what 
s included here is the result of the ef- 
orts of the States to adjust their taxes to 
he tax-paying ability 
represented 
by 
hese modern- creatures' of the business 
vorld. 


EXCISE TAXES. 


"The fifth is the great group of busl- 
ess taxes or licenses. In the Southern 
tates there is a strong tradition in favor 
f the use of this class of taxes. There 
ley amount practically to a system of 
xcise taxes and become very important 
i the amount of revenue that they yield. 
t is on account of their possession of 
lls source of revenue that the Southern 
tates have not suffered to the same ex- 
ent as have the Northern States under 
he constant increase in the burden of 
tate expenses. 
In 
the 
North, 
these 
axes, so far as they have been used at 
11, have been associated mainly with 
he idea of police control and have been 
or the most part local taxes. There-is a 
.ight . tendency to use them for State 
urposes. 
-"If we abandon the general property 
ax for State purposes and throw out of 
onsideration the poll ;tax as not likely to 
e changed, there are three sets oC taxes 
o be considered as available for the use 
f the State In the place of the general 
roperty tax. These are the inheritance 
^x. the taxes on corporations, in so far 
s it is possible to tafte these over from 
10 localities without embarrassment to 
lem, and the business taxes or licenses. 
. will be worth our while to consider 
ach of these seriatim. 


INHERITANCE TAX. 


"The taxation of inheritance began in 
iis country with certain fees for pro- 
ate proceedings. For a long timei it 
emained in this stage. 
Gradually s It 
grew into a genuine .tax. There are. to- 


,y fifty-two States and territories in 
e Union exclusive of the. possessions 
cquired by the fortunate outcome 'jf 
'.e Spanish war. Among these fifty-two, 
lore are thirty that are" now regular- 
collectingj inheritance taxes. 
There 
but one State in the Union in which 
n inheritance tax, 
once 
more legal- 


LOCAL CONDiTtONS GOVERN. 


"The 
same review reveals a second 
Important fact and that is, that in gen- 
eral there is no ciiange in the method 
of taxing manufacturing and mercantile 
corporations whose business is of sucn 
a character that it might well be carried 
on by partnerships or private firms. There 
are a few, but not very Important ex- 
ceptions to this rule, and these exceptions 
are dictated In each case by some pecu- 
iar local conditions. 
The list usually 
ncludes only, those corporations whicn 
perform some public service or enjoy a 
special franchise—in 
brief, the 
quasi- 


public corporations. 
Take, for an ex- 
amr,le, the list of the State of New 
York, bearing in mind, what you are 
doubtless familiar with, that the special 
franchises to use the public streets, etc., 
are taxed as real estate in the. towns 
and cities; there are eleven special cor- 
poration taxes, in lieu of other taxes 
except on real estate in the towns and 
cities; insurance premiums, transporta- 
tion 
earnings, 
transportation 
capital 
stock, telegraph and telephone earnings, 
telegraph and telephone .capital stock, 
miscellaneous capital stock, gas, water, 
electric light earnings, foreign banks, li- 
cense fees, trust'companies and savings 
banks. 
You can ' see at a glance that 
different methods are required in each 
of these cases to make the taxes effec- 
tive and fair. 
Or take the list of Penn- 
sylvania: 
Telegraph, telphone, cable, or 
electric light companies; gas companies; 
palace, parlor or sleeping car -companies; 
fire, marine, live stock, casualty or acci- 
dent insurance companies; oil or, pipe 
line companies; life Insurance companies, 
banks, railroad and canal companies. 


STATii MAKES GOOD TO CITY. 
"In taking away from the real estate 
and other tangible property that is tax- 
ed for local purposes*tne burden of state 
taxation the states have more than made 
good to the localities, to the cities and 
counties, any loss that may have result- 
ed to the local treasuries by depriving 
them of tne taxes of the corporations. By 
a division of tne field between the two 
the entire system has been made to work 
more smoothly. 


OBJECTS OF SPECIAL TAXES. 


"The imposition of special taxes on 
corporations or of the taxes thereon lev- 
ied upon principles or by methods other 
than those common in connection with 
other owners of property, began many 
years ago with the imposition of special 
taxes on banks and insurance compan- 
ies. 
Banks which received special privi- 
eges from the government in the direc- 
tion especially of the right to issue pap- 
er money or circulating notes had so ob' 
viously received an advantage which was 
not bestowed upon the citizens in gen- 
eral that there was an' obvious proprie- 
ty—so ran the thought of the people— 
in subjecting them to special return pay- 
ments or .taxes. 
Insurance companies, 
with their peculiar facilities for doing 
business 'in places where they• had no 
taxable property, were also the objects 
of special taxes at a .very early period. 


FRANCHISES AS PROPERTY. 


"In the latter case the taxes were of 
a different sort, taxes on gross or net 
earnings, 
or 
on ' premiums collected. 
These taxes on hanks and 
insurance 
companies were justified by the courts 
on the prounu that they were license, 
privilege or franchise taxes. It was not 


franchise as property and taxing it with 
the other property arose and that idea 
is connected rather with the public serv- 
ice corporations than'with the two class- 
es of corporations upon which alone the 
early 
corporation 
taxes were .levied; 
namely, the banks and the Insurance 
companies. 
Of", these. two origlnol cor- 
poration taxes only one remains, and 
that is one on the Insurance companies, 
for the banks are no longer given any 
special privileges in the way of Issuing 
circulating notes, at least • not by tho 
States, and-are for the most part taxed 
under the general property tax. 


TAXING OF BANKS. 


"The States are gradually coming to 
tax banks in the manner suggested by 


proper valuation, for purposes-of taxa- 
tion, of that part of the property which 
lies in the State or district. 


TOO MUCH DISCRETION. 


•• "Thus far all is plain/sailing and there 
is no doubt today, as to the legality and 
propriety of this procedure, the unit rule 
has wide use. But right here a new set 
of difficulties arises. In. determining the 
value of the whole property for the pur- 
poses of taxation, what is to be includ- 
ed and what omitted.- and how .shall the 
value of that which is included be as- 
certained? The answers that are! offered 
by the statutes to these questions, and 
by the courts .also, for that matter, leave 
much to be desired. There.is lacking yet 
any mathematical rule by "which the as- 
sessment board can proceed which will 
relieve them of the exercise- of too great 
discretionary powers. 
The statutes gen- 
erally imply or require that all elements 
of value whatever sort shall be includ- 
ed and that a fair way of arriving at the 
valuation is to take the market values 
of the stocks and bonds together, or if 
there be no market values to capitalize 
the earnings at a fixed rate. In other 
cases the statutes have assumed that 
the assessing authorities should have the 
power (and will have the good sense) 
to value the property much as a svndf- 
cate would do so that, intended to buy 
it; namely, taking into consideration ail 
the elements that add to or subtract 
•rom ita value, such as the present earn- 
ings, future prospects, the condition of 
the property, the danger of existing or 
probable competition, etc. 
While all 
these methods are feasible and all of 
them have their merits they have in 
common one fault; 
that is, that they 
leave too much to the discretion of the 
assessing body. 


VALUES FOR TAXATION. 


"In dealing with this question 
the 
courts 
have 
rendered 
very confusing 
opinions and it seems. to me that their 
mystification arises from 
the 
confusion 
of two sets of problems relating to values 
that are both before the courts very fre- 
quently. One is the problem as to what 
should be the -value of property, such as 
that of a railroad, or a water company, 
for purposes of taxation, and the other 
Is the question.as to what constitutes a 
fair and reasonable capitalization of the 
properties hi matters relating to the fix- 
ing of rates, or the determination of the 
relative interests of the different classes, 
of investors. Whether or not the stock 
or other securities of .a company are 
watered, however improtanf, 
in other 


connections, can have no particular bear- 
ing upon the question of the valuation 
of the property for the purposes of tax- 
ation. It should be remembered that the 
taxes of the corporation are in lieu 01 
any taxes on the stock in the haflds ol 
the stockholders and that if the chares 
or bonds were taxed they would neces- 
sarily be taxed at their market value. 
If, for convenience, we place the tax on 
the company and do not undertake to 
pursue the individual holders we may 
still abide by the same valuation. 


VALUE OF STOCKS AND BONDS. 
"For 
the purpose of taxation, then, 
it Is sufficiently near the truth to take 
the market value of the stocks and bonds 
together as an index of the value of the 
property to which they confer a claim, 
or convey a title. 
If these values are 
watered then the interests that benefit 
bv thfc watering can well. afford to par 
the extra tax, if it be such, and at all 
events there will be very few instances 
in which the resulting valuation will be 
too low. 


END OF SYMPATHY. 


"Another set of difficulties have arisen 
in connection with the fixing of the rates 
of taxation, especially when the State 
undertakes to levy a. tax on railroads 
and similar corporations In lieu of all 
other taxes. There are all sorts of pro- 
visions to meet this, which vary from 
the crude assumption of a fixed rate to 
the, elaborate provisions of Massachusetts, 
for example, which require that the rate 
on such corporations shall be the average 
of the entire property taxes. State and 
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local, that are le1 
. 
each year. In some 
. 
instances the states started out with the 
idea that the railroads should be foster- 
ed and aided by the .public and the gov- 
ernment was inclined to deal gently with 
the capitalists who would venture .upon 
these risky enterprises. Railroads were 
given great concess Ions, free right- of - 
way, 
land grants, etc., and among- these 
concessions were taxes that were design- 
ed to be exceptionally light. 
But the 
day when this attitude of tender solici- 
tude reigned has gone by. These enter- 
prises have proven successful and the 
lemand now arises that they should, bs 
taxed as are other successful enterpris- 
es, The only, question is how to arrive 
at the assessment. 


MICHIGAN'S METHOD. 


' 'The experience of Michigan Is 
ilcularly instructive in this connec' 
The constitution of Michigan, adopted in 
1B50, prescribed the general property tax 
for State and local purposes, but also 
permitted the legislature to levyv 'spe- 
cific' taxes upon certain classes of . cor- 
porations 
for' certain State 
purposes',

the federal statutes for the taxation of 
national banks, namely, to tax the stock, 
nominally to the stock holders, at tne 
place where the bank is located, require 
the bank to advance the taxes and give 
the bank a lien on the dividends and thu 
stock as security for the taxes advanced. 
The valuation at -which the shares are 
assessed is usually the book value, less 
the proportion .of each share of the real 
estate held by and assessed to the bank.

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mainly educational, snch specific "taxes 
to Tje hi' lieu of all other taxes. Under 
the latter provision the legislature levied 
a tax on the gross receipts of railroads 
and other public service corporations and 
upon mining companies. - In 1900, after 
several very heated political campaigns, 
the constitution was amended so as to 
permit of what was popularly known as 
'equal taxation', or the taxation of rail- 
roads and of large corporations on 'their 
entire property in the State, in as nearly 
as possible the same manner as the tax- 
ation of individuals. Under this provision 
the property wris to be assessed or valued 
by a State board and the rate was to be 
equal to the average rate that was im- 
posed for State, county and municipal 
purposes upon other property. 
Under 
this plan the State board of assessment 
was directed to view the entire property 
and determine its value. 
The procedure 
followed was somewhat elaborate; a care- 
ful and systematic survey-was made of 
all the property and it -.was appraised at 
it cost of reproduction, with due allow- 
ance for depreciation. 
Then 
the 
in- 
tangible property was appraised by ascer- 
taining the average net Income for a 
period of years, deducting therefrom an 
arbitrary amount to be allowed as the 
earnings of the tangible property already 
assessed and capitalizing the remainder 
at a fixed percentage or a fixed number 
of years purchase. Only the net income 
derived from business none within the 
State was considered in the assessment . 


ELABORATE AND EXPENSIVE. . 


"This elaborate and expensive process 
was carried out only once, however, as 
the law was agahvchanged the next year. 
It is easy to see that the net results of 
such a process would not differ much 
from " that obtained by the 
.- easier 
and 
more- direct plan of assuming that the 
value is equal to the. sszn of the values 
of the stocks and bonds together. -So far 
as California is concerned .this latter 
plan has the 'further advantage' of hav- 
ing already received the approval of the 
courts.APPROACHING'SOLUTION. , 


"It will thus be seen that the taxation 
of railroads is 'gradually .approaching a 
< 
satisfactory solution.. The unit rule .ra a 
great help and a proper-basis for making 
the valuations can be found.

suggestions looking in the direction of 
establishing greater uniformity. 
One is 
that which Professor Scligman present- 
ed to the United States Industrial Com- 
mission In 1900, namely, that the federal 
government should provide for the col- 
lection of all taxes on railroads engaged 
in interstate commerce and distribute the 
proceeds by the unit rule among the 
states. 
"The other is that made by Professor 
Goodnow at the New Orleans meeting 
of the American, Economic Association, 
namely, that the federal government 
should prescribe, as it does in the case 
of national banks, a uniform rule by 
which alone the states might proceed 
in the taxation of railroads engaged In 
Interstate commerce. As there seems to 
Sie little likelihood that uniformity can 
:>e obtained,by the adoption of either of 
these plans in the near future the states 
will have first to work out their own sal- 
vation. 


OTHER CORPORATIONS. 


"In dealing at such great lengths with 
tie problem presented in the matter of 
Lhe taxation of railroads, I have cut my- 
self off from any adequate consideration 
of the problems, each peculiar in itself, 
^resented by the. taxation of the other 
public service or special privilege cor- 
porations. Among these are notably the 
lelegraph and telephone companies, the 
bulk of whose taxable property is in- 
tangible, the express companies, the'pri- 
vate car and fast-freight lines, and a 
lumber of others that will readily sug- 
;est themselves. 


TAXING CONDITIONS. 


"All of those states which are making 
anything; like a success in the taxation 
of these classes of-interests are studving 
out the best ways of treating each class 
y itself. 
The idea of making an in- 
tioate jumble of all sorts of different 
.hings under one tax has gone by and 
the ruling idea now is to adapt the sys 
tern of taxation to all the. peculiar con- 
ditions that have 'developed. 


LUXURIES AND BUSINESS. 


"Of the license tax little needs to be 
said. If-they fall -upon luxuries, amuse- 
ments and those lines of business which 
rom their nature do not pay their fair 
proportion of taxes under the general 
property tax they are not burdensome 
and can be made to yield considerable 
revenue. As has been said they are ex- 
ensively used in the Southern States and 
make an excellent source of State reve- 
nue. In the tax digest for Tennessee it 
takes nearly forty pages of fine print 
to enumerate these taxes.' I am moved 
to give you a summary of them? even it 
the expense of being tedious. They'are; 
abstract companies, advertising compan- 
ies, amusements, such as .circuses and 
menageries; artists and protographcrs; 
auctioneers, barbecues, picnics and fes- 
tivals, baseball parks, 
breweries, 
bill 
posters, billiard tables, bicycles, book- 
makers, bottlers, 
brokers, 
butchers, 
wholesale and retail; cigar stands, cheek- 
rooms, pressing: and dyeing establishments, 
dealers in coal, and coke, dealers to coal 
oil, etc.; collection agencies, commercial, 
mercantile or protective agencies; con- 
struction companies, cotton-seed oil mills, 
cotton compressors, cotton factors, dis- 
tillers of whisky, distillers of .brandy, 
dealers in theatre tickets, eating of lunch 
houses, or stands or wagons; elevators, 
electric light companies, feather 'reno- 
vators, dealers in. fees, ferries, flying Jen- 
nies,' fortune tellers, fruit stands, dealers 
\ln futures, games, gas companies, hotels 
or taverns, summer resorts, hucksters, 
dealers in ice, intelligence offices, itin- 
erant vendors of all sorts, land stock com- 
panies, laundries, lightning rod dealers, 
lighting companies, liquor dealers, livery, 
sain and feed stables; lumber dealers, 
iltlgntion or,.suits, nlckel-in-the-slot ma-

REVIVE SOUTHERN IDEAS. 


, "In. • the early days, before California 
lost her Southern traditions, there were 
some similar taxes here. There is noth- 
ing to prevent their revival and they may 
be accounted among the possibilities. 
. !»qt many of our states use. to any 
considerable extent, 
tho 
old-fashionei 
stamp taxes, but they. too. might be con- 
sidered among th.; possibilities. 
From 
the point of view of the revenue officer 
they are rather attractive because they 
are inexpensive to collect and enfore. 


LESSONS FROM OTHER STATES. 
"The lessons to be learned from the ex- 
perience of our sister states are: That 
the first step in the direction of tax-re- 
form lies In the separation of State from 
local taxation. 
This clears the way for 
tile second step which is' the adaptation 
of our taxes to the peculiar character- 
istics which each subject o£ taxation hM. 
Then we may aim to secure a greater 
diversity of taxes so that taxation shall 
be more universal trnd the burden lighter 
because carried upon more shoulders. '

lar and cuff factories here is feared 
owing to trouble which has existed 
for a fortnight between the starchers 
and employes. Nine of the large fac- 
tories having laundry plants are now 
affected and no work is being launder- 
ed in those shops because the starch- 
ers refuse to handle the work. If the 
work cannot be laundered, business in 
the factories is likely to halt unless 
the manufacturers decide to utilze non- 
union help of which there is no indi- 
cation. 


The' trouble started in the laundry 


department of Cluett, Peabody & Com- 
pany, said to be the largest plant of 
the kind in the world. The employes 
demanded more wages which they said 
had been cut down; also the reinstate- 
ment 
of discharged employes. ^The 


firm refused, and the starchers quit to- 
gether with those in the Ide plant. 
Material from these, two was offered in 
other plants but the starchers refused 
to handle it antt left the various shops.
